London & Northwoitern company to havo 
ita accounts audited us required by law?'

Tos, I understand that one. firm in Lon- 


don koops a forco of men specially for tho 
work, and that It i> wortb to them about 
£30,000 a year." 
"What is to prevent a chartered account- 


ant doctoring a statement to suit tho pur- 
poses of a corporation, tho samo as a pn- 
Tato bookkeeper may bo induced to do? 


"Nothing at all, if ho ia disposed to sell 


himself, but let mo inform you that a man 
who does that ia almost cortain-I might 
say nineteen cases out of twonty—to bo 
found out by tho institute. 
And when he 


is found out he might as well turn at once 
to soma otbor moons of getting a living, 
oven if ho escapes prosecution." 


"Are thoro any chartered public account- 


ante in America!" 


"Yes, quite a number havo come ovor bore 


from England, and I believe they are doing 
very well in the larger cities. There are 
more ot them in Boston than in Now York. 
There is no a«soclation, though, and at 
present I am afraid that tho men are scat> 
tared about too much to establish one, Yet, 
if tha system ot public auditing is to obtain 
in America, us I firmly boliovo it will, it 
must be through tho instrumentality ot 
such an association as thoy have in England, 
Tho field is an inviting one for competent 
young mon, but as I have said before, they 
must have a special training to enable them 
to climb over tho fence. Onco there, work 
is plenty, even in Now York."

Ho must havo tho power 
of concentrating his mind on his work and 
not let his wits go wool gathering. A good 
memory and neat, free penmanship are 
also OKontiaL If a young man is near- 
sighted or nervous an accountant's dosk Is a 
good placo for him to keep away from."

Tilo short, rapid mountain Btretuus llowiny 


into Pugot sound arc, at all .seasons ot the 
yoar, filled with salmon pressing upwurda 
into tho fiercest rapids, to spaivn -n-hcro their 
^'KC^ ^'ill be most protected from tho Humor- 
ous smaller fish that prey upon thorn. WTiou 
tlio winter snows molt from tbo mountain 
sides with tho warm sun of May and June, 
nnd tho streams run almost bonk full, tho 
tyhoo, Chinook for chiof, run, work their 
way slowly into tho upper waters, generally 
reaching there about July, when tho snow 
supply having failed, tho rivers fall leaving 
diiup pools between tho ripplos. In those 
l»ols tho tyhoes liogor for a couplo of 
months, during which timo they can only bo 
caught with seines ?ot in tho eddies at the 
foot of a ripple1. 


Only tho nowast and strongest seinow are 


used for tho tyhec. for ho is tho largest and 
strongest salmon that ascends tbo rivers, 
often w<-ij>lii[ig more than Cfty pounds. Up 
to .September they aro very fast—as tho In- 
dian vondora say, 'All tho snmo Imeon'— and 
aro of a beautiful silver color with bright 
pink ficsh, and very line eating. 
In Septem- 


ber they begin to spawn and work into tlio 
i.-reoks and sloughs. Climbing ripples, wrig- 
gling through hballows with their backs out 
of tho water, sometimes into streams no 
wider than tbeir own length. Tho journey 
soon batters thorn, Thoir bright silver color 
turns to a bright brown. The flush becomes 
white nnd soft, and they aro totally unfit for 
food. 


DURING TIIF SPAWNING KKASO.V. 


The eggs .iro deposited on the swiftest 


ripples. Tho femnlo strikes tho sand and 
gravel violently and at tho same timo de- 
positing tho eggs, Tho oggs havo a slimy 
covering, to which Lho particles of sand, 
raised by tho blow, adhere, and act as sink- 
ers. Otherwise the eggs would bo carried 
uway by tho strong current, ar.d bo devoured 
by the swarms of trout, wluteflih, and suck- 
errs that follow to prey upon them. Tho 
malo fish follows depositing tho spawn. 
Oftentimes fierce fights occur between rivals, 
tearing each other savagely with thoir for- 
midable teoth. Spots whoro the fish fpawn 
aro easilj' distinguished. Tho gravoi has ft 
white, shining appearance. 


A considerable percentage of the tyhcos 


dio during tho spawning season; tho rest re- 
turn to tho sea during October. Every third 
year, in the month of August, tho "humpy 
salmon," so called from a largo hump on tho 
back of tho malo, push their way upward 
toward, head-waters. They don't dally in 
tho pools liko tho tyhoos, but push forward 
into the shallow, swift streams in a business- 
like manner, for their timo is short. They 
spawn and dio, and their bodies lino tho bare 
or lio in great heaps in tho eddies, yielding a 
most offensive odor. Tho first September 
freshet generally sweeps them out, and tho 
canoo man can breathe fresh air again. 


Tho humpy is a snmll fish, seldom weighing 


ovor ton pounds; the large hump and savage 
looking tooth ot tho malo make him hid- 
eously ugly; tho female is smaller and re- 
sembles a largo trout. They are tho poorest 
lish that come up the rivers. 


A. 3IOST ADVENTUROUS KISH, 


In October tho "red," also called "hook 


bills," and t:pill salmon1' and "dog salmon," 
nutka their appearance simultaneously. The 
rod is rather small, seldom exceeding fifteen 
pounds. They are of a silver color on first 
entering fresh water, but as they get higher 
up tuni ft!>i>n!:::'ulred. The red sahnon is 
a most adventurous fellow, forcing his way 
up the littlo tnountJun creeks to tho bnso "f 
the foothills. 
Nothing will stop him but u 


iwrpendiculnr fall. 
1 havo seen 
them 


.wriggling along through little crcoks no 
larger than strive gutters, burying them- 
selves under -sticks or logs and projecting 
banks at every sign of danger. 


The larger, but iess hardy, dog salmon, 


generally succumbs by tho end of November, 
iind their bodies lio along tho banks in myri- 
ads, tainting both air ar.d water. They 
f'orju tlie winter food for large numbers of 
ducks that como up from salt water. On 
thoir first arrival these ducks are excellent, 
but become fishy, soon making them taste as 
bad as their diot smells. 


Wildcats, raccoons, wolves, eagles and 


other creatures congregate along tho water- 
courses until tho spring freshets clean the 
s-omnants away, and they are forced to the 
hills to seek other food. 
Hogs, too, of the 


razor-back and fern-digger varieties, allured 
by tho smell, squeeze through a hole in tlio 
fence, and go aflshing. It is an iimusing 
sight to watch a hog pounce upon a weak- 
ened fish, and lx?ar liini struggling to the 
shore, 


THE INDIANS AS KlSUEItV.KX. 


The Indians spear great quantities of both 


o( these last named varieties of salmon. 
TVone are caught in nets, as the hooked snout 
oftho red, nnd the large teeth of the dog 
salmon would tear the net in pieces in a fow 
settings. 
Tho iish is coarse and whitish, and 


but fow are oaten by the wbif.t's, but tho In- 
dians smoke and store them uway in rough 
bales, as this is their staple article of food. 


The last run of the year is the ' ^uver sal- 


:iion," the best fish thnt entors ih^ rivers. 
They conic with the November high waters, 
and remain pretty quiet in the di'f p pools al! 
\vinter, spawning in the spring. 


None of these Mtlmon eut anylliing while 


in t'resh water, and in consL'quence deterior- 
ate rapidly, the silver and lyhce runs being 
i-dible for a lo:;j;lr period t.lnm Ihe crf;?^3.

Joseph Thorp, aged 9 years, bitten 


November 11, died December 1C, attended 
by Dr. JJorland. This case was seen by 
Drs. Masun, Ogdon, Martin and William- 
son, all oC whom pronounced it hydro- 
phobia, ezoopt Dr. Williamson, who ex- 
presses some doubt. 


George Tachenechmidt died Nov. 27. 


He was bitten about tee same time as 
tbe Thorp br-y. He wag attended by Dr. 
Meyer, and was seen by Drs. Bchoruo, 
Mirtin, Hanson and Kramer, all of whom 
agree with Dr. Meyer, except Dr. Kramer, 
who questions the transmissibility of 
hydrophobia. 


In December a man named Kruee, of 


the town o£ Milwaukee, just north ot ths 
city, died, showing well markt-d syrup. 
toms of hydrophobia. He hod been 
bitten tiy his own dog, which was suffer- 
ing from tbe disease. This case was 
attended by Drs. Senn and Schorse, both 
of whom assert that there is no doubt 
about the cause of death . 


An aged lady, named Mrs. Lucht, 


living on the fiouth side, was bitten by a 
Btrange dog which ?be discovered in hor 
cellar. After biting her, tho dog attacked 


child standing near by, but aid not 


wound hor.

about six weeks after, and died January

Dr. Atkinson sums up tho evidence 
hus: "Tho history of the symptoms in
